A long step toward the improvement 
of Chicago was taken by the city 
council yesterday afternoon when it 
passed bond issues aggregating $19.- 
070,000—-the largest of the present city 
administration—for the opening, wid- 
ening and improving of sundry major 
Streets, the construction of nearly 
three dozen fire engine houses, the 
buying of new fire boats, the build- 
ing of needed bridges, the enlarge- 
ment of more than a score of ward 
yards, the extension of. the street 
lighting system and the ‘addition of 
more traffic control laraps. 

The issues passed by a vote of 37 
to 4, and will be submitted to the 
voters for approval on April 13. The 
quartet of opponents was Ald.

INDENTURED CHILDREN. 

The president of the state board of control in 
} Wisconsin says the homeless children’ who are 
wards of the state are now well cared fer. He is 
sure the conditions recentty exposed in a report of 
the federal children’s bureau no longer apply. The 
|govermment report was based upon a study of 
children indentured nearly ten years ago. While 
the system of indenturing remains, the evils which 
formerly attended it have been rooted out, he be 
lieves. 

‘The report pointed out that the fundamental 
principle of the indenture system is that the chfid 
pays for a home by working. Many children were 
deprived of schooling in order that they might do 
farm work or housework. 

“Children were found,” the report says, “in|. 
homes which were filthy, in which parents were 
incompetent, ignorant, immoral or drunken; chfl- 
dren were found cruelly treated, overworked, neg- 
lected physically, mentally and morally and de 
prived of schooling. Some homes combined many 
of these disqualifications.” 

Wisconsin is an enlightened state in the care of 
its dependents. If the report had dealt with con- 
ditions in Arkansas it would have attracted rela- 
tively little notice. Readers would have concluded 
that such conditions existed only in one locality. 
Dealing as the investigation did with conditions 
only recently improved in Wisconsin, it is safe to 
| presume this exposure will be succeeded by others 
at least as shameful from other sections of the 
country. 

The practice of indenturing children, it is 
obvious, invites abuse. The indentured child is not 
adopted. He—or she—is taken into a strange home 
as.a worker. His foster parents have all the 
mastery over the indentured child they would have 
over their own youngsters with none of the re 
straints which are born of parental love. If the 
foster parents are decent men and women, the 
child may be-well treated; if not, the child will

Baltimore, Md, March 18.—[Spe 
clal.J—After the poems of Ovid have 
been in circulation for 2,000 years, 
Baltimore postoffice officials have just 
discoverei that they should be barred 
from the United States mails as ob- 
scene. Accordingly, they have seized 
and sent to Washington an English 
translation of “The Love Books of 
Ovid,” ordered for his own use by 
Dr. Kemp Malone, associate professor 
of English at Johns Hopkins univer 
sity, from Cambridge, England.

Fixing the cost to Chicago taxpay- 
ers for review work of pupils that 
fail in public schools at more than 
$4,000,000 annually, Dr. H. ’ Douglas 
Singer, director of the Illinois Society 
for Mental Hygiene, yesterday at a 
meeting of the joint committee on ed- 
ucation of thirty civic organizations 
urged enlargement of the child study 
bureau of the board of education to 
aid the backward child. 

Besides aiding many children by ad- 
justing their studies to meet their 
mental ability, Dr. Singer pointed out 
that a huge saving could be effected 
annually if the board would undertake 
periedic examinations of all children 
to determine not only their mental 
ability but their adaptability for cer- 


tain work or subjects. ,

“ Nearly 60,000 children, or 11.1 per 
cent of the 450,000 children attending 
the schools, fail and repeat grades 
every year,” Dr. Singer said. “No 
effort was made in the vast majority 
of cases to find out why the child 
failed, or to stop this financial loss, 
or jo remedy any of the catises.”

| Amateur indoor gardeners are now 
| holding their fireside conferences. The 
first lesson is usually on planting the 
earliest seed in window boxes. Old 
Virginia cheroot boxes trimmed down, 
ordinary shallow cigar boxes, and even 
wooden candy boxes are commonly 
used to sow seeds in. 

The main object is to transform the 
windows into gardens. City dwellers 
have a world of fun growing vege- 
tables and flowers in their homes. 
March is the titne to sow the seed. 
Bring in a few frozen chunks of dirt 
from some black, loamy spot and 
thaw them out for the seed bed. 

Put a band of wire around the out- 
side of the box near the top and bot- 
tom, and punch a few holes in the 
bottom. Before throwing in the finely 
pulverized dirt cut out a square of 


burlap so it will fit snugly in the bot- 
tom of the box to permit drainage and 


onto the floor. 

Experienced seed box gardeners rec- 
ommend turning the boxes around 
each day. Seedlings incline toward 
the light and will not grow straight 
unless they are turned frequently.

What Arnold Brautigam 
and Coffin Said. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 


Arnold H. V3rautigam, rea! estate 
broker, who, ‘t i« charged, received 
$182,000 of the sums paid to the real 
estate experts by the city In 1920, en- 
tered the hearing before Judge Hugo 
M. Friend yesterday through the read- 
ing of the testimony which he gave 
before the special grand jury in 1923. 
That testimony is revealed now for 
the first time. : : 

In his first appearance before the 
grand jury, the record shows, on May 
26, 1923, Mr. Brautigam admitted that 
he had done valuation work for Arthur 
S. Merigold, his co-defendant in this 
trial, on the city beautiful plans, but 
he refused to tell how much money 
he got on the ground that he might 
incriminate himself. 

Richert Left Same Firm. 

It also was shown there that John 
A. Richert, former alderman and now 
chief of staff of the finance commit- 
tee, was at one time a member of the 
firm of Kocn & Co. The other mem- 
bers were Frank J. Koch and Mr. 
Brautigam. Mr. Richert was chair- 
man of the council] finance commit- 
tee at the time the real estate experts 
got this money. He had resigned from 
the firm, however, in 1918. 

An order from the court was asked 
by attorneys for TH® TRIBUNE compel- 
ing Mr. Merigold or his counsel, John 
C. Farwell, to produce canceled checks 
of the Fort Dearborn National bank. 

Attorney Howard Ellis stated in an 
affidavit that he had information that 
this account would show that trust 
funds of the city had been paid out by 
Mr. Merigold to “divers persons and 
political organizations.” 

Completes Coffin Story. 

.Reading of the testimony of Col. 
Percy B. Coffin was completed. This 
disclosed that he had avoided grand 
jury appearance for two months; that 
he had gone to Milwaukee, where he 
had met Michael J. Faherty, Michael 
White, Ernest H. Lyons, and others, 
ad had consulted with Attorneys 
Clarence 8. Darrow and Patrick H. 
O'Donnell before finally consenting to 
“~ppear. Mrs. Coffin, it appears, had 
been brought before the jury in his 
absences, had met her husband in Mil- 
waukee later, and she was “in a state 
of collapse.” . It was to save her from 
further appearance that the defendant 
finally submitted. 

Mr. Coffin told of contributions he 
made to the political campaign in 1922. 
Often Helped Merigold. 

Mr.’ Brautigam, on appearance be- 
fore the grand jury, refused to sign an 
immunity waiver. In the course of his 
examination at that time were the fol- 
lowing questions and replies: 

Q.—Have you ever done any work 
for Mr. Merigold? A.—I have. 

Q.—During what period? A.—I al- 
ways had lots of business dealings 
with Mr. Merigoid, red] estate trans 
actions. I.done some assistance on 
city real estate experting. 

Q.—In other words, you helped him 
on all these so-called City Beautiful 
improvements, is that right? A.—Yes, 
Gh. 

Q.—How much were you paid by 
Mr. Merigold for these services? A.— 
I refuse to answer that question. 

Q.—On what ground? A.—On the 
ground that my testimony might in- 
criminate me. 

-Doesn’t Know of Crime. 


Q.—What crime do you think you 
might be guilty of if you answered 
that question? A.—I don’t know of 

Q@~—You must think of some crime 
you might be guilty of? A.—I don’t 
' know of any crime that has been com- 
mitted. I got paid for the work I 
done and I worked for them, and that 

all I figure. 

Q@.—Were you paid on a percentage 
basis or a per diem basis? A.—Well, 
I refuse to answer. 

Q.—Upon what ground? A.—d0On the 
same ground, that my answer might 
tend to incriminate me.
